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Vresident Gorbachev’ a step nearer

MOSCOW — Under intense pressure from 
Milchail S. Gorbachev, the Soviet parliament 
approved Tuesday the creation of a strong new 
position of president, despite fean from some 
legislators t^t the office would carry virtually 
dictatorial powers. 

Gorbachev — after a day of bitter debate in 
the Supreme Soviet, or parliament — made an 
emotional speech in which be said a strength- 
ened preridency was absolutely necessary to 
pull the country out of its current economic and 
political crisis. The Supreme Soviet approved 
the broad outlines of Gorbachev's plan, and it 
will be up to the Soviet Union's larger house of 
parliament, the Congress of People's Deputies, 


to vote on the details in two weeks. 

The Congress is widely expected to elect 
Gorbachev to the new presidency for a four- 
year-term, after which the president will be cho- 
sen in direct elections by the Soviet people. 
Both the direct election of a president and the 
creation of a democratically based executive 
with strong powers would be a first in the 
Soviet Union. Heretofore, the country has been 
run collectively by the Communust Party 
Politburo and its often-authoritarian gerieral 
secretary. 

Gorbachev, clearly smarting from criticism 
(hat he was trying to vest himself with dictatori- 
al powers, issued on intense and angry appeal to 
legislators to pass the presidency bill. 

"Those who clamoured for a presidency at 


the top of their voices just two or three weeks 
ago now wont to sneak in the idea that the pres- 
idency will lead to dictatorship, to the end of 
democracy and perestroika, to their burial,” 
Gorbachev told the deputies Tuesday evening. 

"Sometimes a wild idea occurs to me that, 
just to prove it is not being done for somebody 
in paniciilar, but it is for all the country and 
perestroika, a wild idea occurs to me that if I 
am nominatedi I will withdraw my candidacy.” 

A murmur ran through the white marble 
chamber. . 

**l am sharing my thoughts, it's a wild 
thought, don’t worry," Gorbachev continued 
from his seat on the rostrum. "It’s a wild 
thought because anyone in my shoes would not 
refuse if nominated. It would be cowardice.” ,

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Experts trim fat from diets of-Americans

WASHINGTON — A panel of 
experts Tuesday recommended a 
new strategy of healthier diets that 
could lower the average American’s 
blood cholesterol by 10 percent and 
reduce the risk of coronary heart dis- 
ease by 20 percent. 

The panel’s report, endorsed by 
govenunent agencies and health and 
professional groups, includes a 
range 'of recommendations — from 
nutrient consumption to standard- 
Lrcd food Idbcling to educational 
programs. 

“This approach encourages 
Americans to consume lower 


amounts of saturated fatty acids, 
total fdt and cholesterol by affecting 
not only individual food choices, but 
also the array of foods available," 
said Dr. Richard Carlcton, head of 
the Population Panel of the National 
Cholesterol Education Program. 

Coronary heart disease is the 
nation's No. I’ killer, causing the 
deaths of about 500,000 Americans 
each year. The disease is ossocrated 
with high levels of cholesterol in the 
blood, which clogs ortiiries. 

The panel recommended a two- 
pronged approach, the first of which 
seeks to identify and treat people at 
high risk of heart disease with 
dietary therapy and possibly medica- 


tion. These people generally have 
blood cholesterol levels above 240. 

But more than 60 pcrccni.of the 
disubililies and premature deaths 
associated with heart disease occur 
in millions of Americans whose 
cholesterol levels are below this 
level, Carlcton said. - 

The second part of the strategy is 
aimed at lowering cholesterol levels 
of all Americans by promoting 
hcallhful'food choices ond making 
food that is lower in saturated fat 
and cholesterol more widely avail- 
able. 

“What is really needed is an habit- 
ual patlcm of eating that is lovf in 
saturated fatly acid, total fat and 


cliolcstcrol" for all Americans over 
the agcof2. 

The report calls on the food indus- 
try to “promote, label and distribute 
good-lasting, safe foods" that arc 
lower in fat and cholesterol and high 
in complex carbohydrates, including 
soluble fiber. 

It also says the government should 
expand and stacHlardize food label- 
ing requirements .so consumers can 
have more information about the 
foods they buy. The Food and Drug 
Administration is drafting new food- 
labeling regulations.

U;Srsays ’meaningful’— 
aid on way to Nicaragua

WASHINGTON — The Bush 
administration, -savoring the defeat^ 
of leftist President Daniel Ortega,* 
promised Tuesday to lift sonclions 
soon against Nicaragua and assem- 
ble "significant and meaningful” aid 
to rebuild its shattered economy. 

President Bush met at the White 
House with congressional leaders 
including Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga., 
who_3aid.poslz.O,Ltc^a_ns,si_slancc 
probably would cost hundreds of 
millions of dollars over five years. 

Nunn suggested creating an 
‘‘emerging democracy account" of 
foreign aid for countries such as 
Nicaragua, Panama and the fledgling 
democracies in Eastern Europe. 

The White House said it liked die 
idea if it meant the administration 
would have more flexibility in the 


way the United.Statcs dispenses for- 
eign aid. 

To the. surprise of the odministra- 
tion, Ortega- was defeated in 
Sunday's presidential election by 
opposition newspaper publisher 
Violcta Chamorro, who was backed 
by the United States. 

The vote sets the stage for the first 
democratic transfer of power ever iti 
Nicaragua,"with Mrs. Chamorro tak- 
ing office April 25- from Ortega's 
jcvolutioi^ govenunent. 

Bush summoned congressional 
leaders to, the White House to chart a 
new strategy for dealing with a 
country viewed for a decade as a 
U.S. advers^. 

"The president indicated that there 
would be a dramaticand swift 
change in policy," said Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif., the assistant 
Democratic leader. 


Boy, dog huddle in woods half night

BOSTON — A 12-ycar-old boy who got lost 
in the snowy woods was rescued nine hours 
later along with his Labrador retriever, who 
helped keep him alive by huddling against him 
and licking his face. 

The dog. Shadow, was lying across the lap of 
Greg Holzworth when rescuers reached them - 
early Monday. 

Searchers found them by following the sound 
of the dog's barking. 

"It was sort of like scary," the sixth-grader 
said in a telephone interview from school 
Tuesday,, 

"Everything looked the same. It was like wc 
were walking around in circles. My pants got 
frozen because I had to walk through tlicsc pud- 
dles." 

Greg's adventure began a little before 4 p.m. 
Sunday when he and Shadow set off for a walk 
' in the thick, swampy woods that line his fami- 
ly’s home in Raynham, 30 miles south or* 
Boston. ' 


'Grog-said he intended to' lakc'a' short walk 
with Shadow, who joined the family nine years 
ago when he was a puppy. Greg was wearing a 
denim jacket missing buttons over a T-shirt and 
cotton pants, and gloves. 

But the two ventured farther in the woods 
than'planncd. Greg started building a fbrt of 
brush and tree limbs; heard Shadow barking; 
and followed the dog even farther into the 
woods. 

Greg realized he was in trouble when falling 
snow began covering his tracks. It had snowed 
most of the day, the end of a storm that dumped 
about 8 inches on the region. The temperature 
dropped to 10 degrees. 

"Shadow lay down next to me and he kept his 
head on my legs and he’d lick me in the face," 
Greg said. “He kept me warm." 

Raynham police OfTiccr Thomas Smith said 
the dog’s body heal helped keep the boy alive. 

Greg’s father, Donald, started searching for 
his son around 6 p.m. Wh en he hadnh returned 
arihour latcrTTus wifc','Donna, called police. 
Greg is the younger of their two sons. 


More than 100 people, including police and: 
firefighters using-megaphones and sirens,: 
combed the woods. - 1 

"I can’t tell you how thrilled I was to have so! 
many people help us,"' Mrs. Holzworth saidi 
Tuesday. 

Greg's memories arc a little hazy. For one, he; 
thought it was only about dinnertime — not II 
a.m. — when he was actually found. 

"I was laying down because i was cold and 1 ; 
could barely walk because my pants wouldn't: 
bend,” he recalled. "After a while my legs start-; 
cd hurting and they got wicked sore. I could' 
hear people yelling. I couldn't really yell back; 
because my throat was sore and I had chapped; 
lips." 

They were found just a half mile from home. ; 

Greg was Irculed at a hospital for exposure. ; 

Shadow wa.s rewarded with a full day inside- 
the hou.se Monday, Mrs. Holzworth said.: 
Normally he stays in llic basement or outside. 

“And my dad gave him a steak, too," Greg' 
said. 
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Exxon faces criminal indictment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Justice Department announced a 
five-count criminal indictment 
against Exxon Corp. and its shipping 
subsidiary Tuesday night in the 
Exxon Valdez oil spill that fouled 
Alaska’s coast nearly a year ogo. 

OfHcials said that if the giant oil 
■ company is convicted or^all counts 
brought by a federal grand jury in 
Anchorage it could face criminal 
fines of as much as S1.6 million. 

In addition, the government could 
seek as much os S700 million more 
in penalties under a separate federal 
statute that allows recovery of twice 
the amount of proven losses caused 
by the spill, the worst in the nation’s 
history, the ofTicials said. 

In New York, Exxon chairman 
Lawrence G. Rawl said in a state- 
ment, "We will defend ourselves in 
court against these charges. We 


believe there is no statutory basis for 
the amount of the fines mentioned 
by the U.S. attorney general." 

The Exxon Valdez ran aground in 
Prince William Sound on March 24. 
1989, and spilled more than 1 1 mil- 
lion gallons oferude into the pristine 
waters, polluting hundreds of miles 
of Alaska coastal waters and shore- 
line. 

Assistant Aliomcy General Dick 
Stewart said the grand jury indict- 
ment accused Exxon Corp. and its 
shipping subsidiary of two felonies 
and three misdemeanors. 

The felonies, each of which car- 
ries a maximum fine of $500,000, 
accuse the company of violating the 
Port and Waterways Safety Act and 
the Dangerous Cargo Act. 

The latter charge alleges that 
Exxon “willfully and knowingly 


violotcd a regulation prohibiting any 
person from being engaged on a 
crew if such person is l^wn to be 
physically or mentally incapable or 
performing his or her duties. 

Joseph Hazelwood, captain of the 
Exxon Valdez, faces criminal 
charges in a separate action in 
Alaska, and is accused of being 
drunk and letting his ship get away 
from him.

Robert Beevers. a consultant who 
spent 14 years as a tanker captain, 
said the worst move Hazelwood 
made on March 24 was leaving the 
ship’s bridge in the hands of a third 
male during a hazardous passage 
into Prince William Sound, 

“In my opinion, it was bad judg- 


ment to leave Ihc bridge ... at that 
location, at that time,” said Beevers. 
“Whether it \vas one minute or 20 
minute.s, it was bad judgment" 

Soon after Hazelwood left the 
bridge, the Exxon Valdez impaled 
itself on Bligh Rccf, causing the 
nation’s worst oil spill.

It incor- 
porates the recommendations of a task force formed by the 1 989 Leg- 
islature to study the state industry providing shelter care for the men- 
tally ill, elderly and dcvciopmcmally or physically disabled.* -

When 
that barrier falls, a tidal wave of 
bankruptcy may sweep the cable in- 
dustry, now serving more than 35 
percent of U.S. households. 

The future is almost here. Wc 
need to get beyond the gcc-whiz 
tone of most articles concerning new 
technologies and prepare for the .so- 
cial disruptions they may cause. ■

Grass seed industrv 
impact exaggerated 

Wc have all heard about the pollu- 
tion the gra.ss seed industry is .sup- - 
posed to create in southern Idaho. 

No one seems to take into account 
the difTcrcnccs in the two areas of 
Ihc state. 

Southern Idaho is much drier and 
has much more wind than docs 
northern Idaho. Northern Idoho re — 
ceives about 20 to 30 inches of ruin 
per year, which means that it rains 
almost every day. Southern Idalio 
q;ceivc.s very little rain during Ihc 
part of the summer that the straw 
burning will occur, which means 
there will be very lilltc smoke. The 
dry matter left to be burned is great- 
ly reduced because the straw can be 
baled and used as feed for dry cows. 

Pollution is a matter of compari- 
to some extent. Soil thal docs 


to 50 pounds of particulate matter 
into the atmosphere of which 60 per- 
cent falls back to the ground. 

The Great Basin area of Washing- 
ton State consists of about 2,500 
square miles. Southern Idaho’s pro- 
posed growing area would cover 
around 37,500 square miles. In 
Washington, there ate about 14.000 
acres, which makes their percentage 
of gross seed acres higher than 
-wouldbc-insouthcmldaho.-The -- 
people ofthc Great Basin don't have 
any complaints with the burning. 

The area in which the seed i.<i pro- 
duced in Washington is about 7 per- 
cent the size of southern Idaho’.s 
growing area.

WASHINGtON (AP> . — J 
E)cnjocTats accused President 
Bush on Tuesday of being un- 
willing to provide the rcMurces 
to upgrade the nation's schools in 
line with thirunbitious goals out- 
lined by the president and en- 
dorsed by the nation's governors. 

House Speaker Thomas S. Fo- 
ley, D-Wosh., told the closing 
session of the annual midwinter 
'meeting of the National Gover- 
nors’ Association that Bush had 
proposed “a meager 2 percent in- 
crease in the federal spending on 
education.” 

Democratic Gov. Cecil Andrus 
of Idaho , characterized as 
“malarky'' the president’s pledge 
of support during a White House 
meeting with the governors on 
Monday. 

Andnis said that when Bush 
was asked' what support he could 
provide he said, “we will come 
out and stand behind you and be- 
side you os you tell your people 
they must increase the local prop- 
erty taxes." 

“If he provides the rhetorioand 
we have to provide the resources 
-... there’s no way that, we can. 
meet the goals that he’s outlin- 
ing.” Andrus said. 

Gov. Terry Branstad of Iowa, a 
Republican who is chairman of 
the NGA, said the federal govem-

ment has a “relatively limited 
role” in providing financial sup- 
port for education. 

He said the govemrnent pro- 
vides only about 7 percent of the 
money for public schools and that 
its principal responsibility was to 
help disadvantaged children with 
such programs os Head Start. 

"Money isn't the total answer," 
said Branstad. He said the gover- 
nors planned to issue on oimual 
report card on the progress being 
made to achieve such goals os in- 
creasing the high school gradual 
lion rate to at least 90 percent and 
creating drug free schools. 

Foley addJessed the governors 
at the closing session of the four-- 
day midwinter meeting, saying, 
"While I commend the president 
for his desire to be known ns ‘the 
education president,’ I question 
whether he can achieve that goal 
by proposing a meager 2 percent 
increase.'

WASHINGTON (AP) — Prison 
.officials can force inmates to_take - 
powerful pnti-psychotic drugs with- 
out a judge's consent, the Supreme 
Court ruW -Tuesday: — 

Voting 6-3 in a case from Wash- 
ington state, the justices said prison- 
ers’ rights arc safeguarded as long lu? 
staff psychiatrists say the drugs will 
help, and not merely pacify, them. 

"An 'inmate’s interests are ade- 
quately protected and perhaps better 
served by allowing the decision to 
medicate to be made by medical 
professionals • rather than a Judge," 
Justice Anthony_^M. Kennedy wrote 
for the court. 

Kennedy said the slate may “treat 
a prison inmate who has serious 
mental illness With aiiti-psychotic 
drugs against his will if the inmate is 
dangerous to himself or others and 
the treatment is in the inmate’s nted- 
ical interest.” 

But the dissenters said the ruling 
means prison officials seeking to 
maintain order may fprcc inmates to 
take dangerous, even life-threaten- 
ing. drugs with little regard for the 
prisoners' well-being. 

— One dissenter,- Justicc“John"Paur 
Stevens, said that an administrative 
hearing is not enough to protect iri- 
mates. 

The court mistakenly “has con- 
cluded that a mock trial before an 
institutionally biased tribunal eomsti- 
tutes due process of law." he said. 
“A competent individual's right to 


refuse psychotropic mcdication is an 
aspect of liberty requiring the high- 
est order of (constitutional) protec- 
tion.” 

Justices William J. Brennan and. 
Thurgood Marshall also dissented. 

Kennedy was joined by Chief Jus- 
tice William H. Rchnquist and Jus- 
tices Byron R. White, Harry A. 
Blackmun, Sandra Day O'Connor 
and Antonin Sfralia.- ’ 

In other mafters. the court: 

• Ruled, 5-4, in a Florida ease 
that patients involuntarily commit- 
ted to ptate mental hospitals may sue 
officials in federal court for mone- 
tary damages over failure to get 
legally required hearings. 

• Ruled unanimou.sly that the 
Boeing Co. did not violate federal 
conflict-of-interest law when it paid 
S485.000 in severance to five em- 
ployees who left to take government 
jobs. 

• Heard arguments over a federal 
agency's authority to order employ- 
ers to reinstate pension plans. A de- 
cision is expected by July. 

The prisoners' rights decision 
overturned a 1988 Washington state_ 
“Suprcm<fCoun ruling'tharconvictcd 
robber Walter Harper, diagnosed as 
schizophrenic, must be given a court 
hearing before he is given anti-psy- 
chotic drugs. 

The state court also said prison of- 
ficials must prove the drugs will be 
effective.

Koop also told a House Energy 
and_Commcrce_ subcommittee that 
hc'Was alarmed at a growing "cqm- 
placcnoy about the AIDS cpidemie," 
which he said is overburdening big- 
city hospitals while spreading to ru- 
ral areas. 

D-Calif., ’ 
chairman of the House health and 
environment subcommittee before 
which Koop testified, said President

“Having missed the opportunity to 
get the ounce of prevention, we now

Greenspan: Hands off Social Security

all circumstances,” Greenspan told the Senate Finance Committee.

Greenspan said proposals to col Social Security taxes and to take 
the pension system out of the federal deficit calculation could reduce 
pressure, for real cuts in the deficit and increase "the difficulty of pro- 
viding for the needs of an aging population in a way that is equitable 
across generations." 

DEA chief retires after 5 years 

WASHINGTON (AP) — John C. Lawn will retire as head of the 
Drug Enfore'ement Administration next month after five tumultuous 
years when drugs and related violence commanded the attention of 
the American people. 

Lawn, whose retirement was announced Tuesday, took over the 
agency in 1 985 j'ust os Mexican nuihoriifcs were discovering the bod- 
ies of slain DEA agent Enrique "Kiki” Camarena and his Mexican pi- 
lot, Alfredo Zavala Avclar. In an interview in December, Lawn gave .

; MOSCOW (AP) — A draft low 
setting out a daunting procedure for a 
republic to secede from the Soviet 
Union has been submitted to the 
national legislature, a news service of 
Radio Moscow reported on Tuesday. 

Calls for secession from the Soviet 
Union arc strongest in the Baltic 
republics of Lithuania, Latvia and 
Estonia, which were absorbed by the 
Soviet Union during World War 11. 

The Soviet Communist Party 
recently pledged- to support 
legislation establishing a procedure 
by which republics <^ould legally- 
secede from the union. • 

But the law appeared certain to 
displease independent political 
leaders in the Baltics who argue that 
Soviet political control of their 

nations is riot legitimate. 

’ According' to the' report published 
by Interfax, a recently introduced 
news service of Radio Moscow, the 
question of secession can be decided 
only after a referendum in the 
republic that wishes to secede. 

The parliament of the republic or 
at least one-third of the adult 
pmulation of the republic can call for 
aTcfercndum in which three-fourths 
of the adult must vote for the results 
to be valid, the report said. 

According to the draft, the results 
of the referendum will then be 
submitted to the Supreme Soviet and 
• the Congress of People’s Deputies, 
the two-tiered legislative system that 
will make a prelimin^ decision on 
the basis of domestic and foreign 
consequences of secession. 

Any secession would take place 
over a minimum ol] five years until 
the final decision on separation is 
taken. That power rests in the hands 
, of the 2, 250-membcr Congress. Two^ 

' thirds of the deputies must approve 
the secession. 

During the transition phase, 
defense and security issues as well as 
the establishment of a new border 
would be settled after which the 
governments of the republic that 'lm 
decided to sceede and other Soviet 
republics would settle financial and 
property issues.

The committee may have an informal 
meeting today to vote to reintroduce a 
revised memorial simply asking the ICC 
to investigate the rail car shortage, said 
chairman Sen.

Walking the market is sort of like a car 
salesman doing a kick-the-tirc- routine 
when on vacation or the proverbial post* 
man holiday, but it is educational.

Cold tolerant 
vegetabhs^n 
be planted early 


For ihc Iasi five years. 1 have 
planted seeds of several cold tol- 
erant vegetables directly outside 
during the first week of March. 1 
have a warm spot on the" south 
side of my house where the soil 
warms up early because of re- 
flected heal from the sun. • 

With some added stimulus 
from a piece of clear plastic or 
spun fiber row cover, the soil be- 
comes warm enough to germinate 
seeds at least six weeks earlier 
than normal planting time. 

The cold tolerant vegetables 
which 1 plant early include let- 
.luce, spinach, beets, radishes, 
Swiss drnrd. cabbage ond broc- 
coli. All except radishes can be 
transplanted to a cooler growing 
locaiion later. All of these vegeta- 
bles can withstand temperatures 
down into the teens, especially 
when started directly outside. It 
takes about two weeks for most 
of them to germinate. 

By mid to late March it seldom 
drops below this temperature, cs-- 
pccially with the covering. If icm- 
pcnlurcs below 20 arc forecast, I 
throw a blanket over the area for 
extra protection. I have had plants 
frozen only one year in the five I_ 
have used this technique. Plants 
grow more slowly than when 
planted later, but 1 still can har- 
vest about three weeks earlier 
than normal. 

If you would like to try this 
technique, find] a south-facing 
wall where the sun’s heat is rc- 
flccicd to soil just in front of it. 
Prepare the soil the same as nor- 
mal including the addition of a 
little fertilizer. Make shallow fur- 
rows for the seed about an inch 
deep with the c^c^f a hoe. 
Rows can be clo^rtogcthcr than 
normal if you iilm’ to transplant 
some of the plants later. 

Trickle a little water into the 
bottom of the furrow so that ii is 
muddy wet. Place seeds directly 
on top of this wet area and cover 



with soil, peat or vcrmiculite. 
Peat or vcrmiculite hold extra wo- 
ler and prevent crusting. 

Any clear plastic can be used to 
cover the area. I like to use spun 
fiber row covers because they are 
porous and do not have to.be lin- 
ed for watering. Spun fiber row 
covers are woven plastic cloth 
which resembles cheese cloth or 
other translucent fabric. Several 
brands ore available* in nuneries, 
garden stores and seed catalogs. 

Place soil around all the edges 
so the heat is trapped underneath. 
Sprinkle only when the soil be- 
gins to dry out on top. Ovcrwatcr- 
ing can reduce soil temperature 
and delay germination. Tempera- 
ture under covers can be 10 to 20 
degrees warmer than outside air 
temperature. When temperatures 
reach the mid-seventies' some 
type of holes or ventilation is 
needed for plastic to ovoid over- 
heating. Spun fiber row covers 
have tiny holes which vent excess 
heat..

Outdoor lights can dramatize your house and 
yard, letting you enjoy your garden or pool for 
longer perils during the day while increasing se- 
curity. ; 

You con set up a lighting design of your own 
by using one of the new low-voltage lighfiri'^its 
that contain all the essentials — stake or nlounicd 
fixtures, transformer, cords and switches' One 
• maker of the kits, Toro, has some advice about 
getting the most pleasing ond professional-look- 
ing results; 

• First, draw a scale plan of your yard on 
graph paper, showing location of paths or walks, 
gardens, statuary and the house. Note any archi- 
tectural details you’d like to play up, or utility ar- 
eas you want to ploy down, Identify focal points 
and lines of sight you want to emphasize. Then 


note where you think fixtures will do the best 
highlighting. 

• Using the graph as a guide, set up the equip- 

ment and test it at night. Fine-tune the result by 
moving the fixtures until you’re satisfied with the 
mood and cfTcct. ■ • 

• Lights can add depth to a shallow yard if 
you use brighter lights near the house and dimmer 
lights in the distance. 

• Uplighting — shining lights up into trees 
and bushes — is best for creating emphasis and 
mood. Downlighting, while not as dramatic, 
serves double-duty for functional lighting in ac- 
cess areas such os paths and drives. Moonlighting 
— shining a light down from high in a tree — can 
diffuse li^t over a large area. 

• In most cases, cords need not be buried for 
safety, though for appearance you may want to^ 


conceal them in’a shallow trench or cover them 
with gravel or wood chips. Cords should be . 
buried under the turf where you may be mowing 
grass.

• A, 0!d-iiouse borers or longhorn 
borers are a type of beetle that usually 
mtack.s softwood framing lumber. The 
.iiiuii beetles are seldom seen but can 
grow up 10 an inch long. The lan'a of 
the beetles docs most of the damage 
by eating its way through wood os it 
grows to the adult stage. . ' 

Old-house borers are very destruc- 
tive, but fumigation is usually a la.st 
resort for severe infestations and rc- 
quires sealing the house and pumping 
in a toxic gas such as Vijcanc or 
methyl bromide. The fumigation pro- 
cedure is expensive, and the charge 
'quoted is probably not unreasonable. 

However, I recommend having the 
damaged wood inspected by at lca.si 
two other exibrminating companies. It 
IS possible you will gel another diag- 
nosis and/or be told of other suggest- 
ed ireaimenis. Localized infestations 
of wood-chewing beetles sometimes 
can be treated with powerful insecti- 
cides injected into the wood or 
sprayed or painted on the infested

American Olcan Tile Co. recom- 
mends Ibis treatment to give an in- 
stant patina to new qua^ tile: Vacu- 
um and remove any stains with a 
foaming cleanser such as Spic and 
Span or Soft Scrub. Rinse thoroughly. 
Using a soft, clean cloth, evenly apply 
a thin film, of on undiluted, oil-based 
cleaner such as Lestoil, Pincsol, Jani- 
tor in a Drum or Super Shine-All. Let 
the floor dry. If it is then tacky, mop 
with a solution of a half-cup of clean- 
er in ci^t quarti of worm water. For

Cali the Idaho Slate Tax Commission at 334-7623, or mail the form provided 
on this page. Your claim \Yill be processed as fast as the volume of inquiries 
will allow. You can speed up the process by having your account number handy 
when you call or include it when you write. Also, be sure to include documen- 
tation when-you submit your claim form. 



What Is The Unclaimed Property Act? / 

Tlie Unclaimed Property Act is designed to collect, safeguard and return lost 
or forgotten property to its rightful owners. \ 

What Is Unclaimed'Property? 

Unclaimed Property consists of money and other a.s.scts that are considered 
lost, or abandoned after an owner cannot be located for a specified pcricKl of 
time. It includes bank accounts, slocks and dividends, wages. Slate income tax 
refunds and insurance company payments. , 

- ' ... How Does Property Become Unclaimed? 

Most property is listed as unclaimed if it has been inactive for .seven years. 
However, there is a five-year deadline for refunds and credit balances, and 
wages and utility deposits become unclaimed after a year. 

How Can I Prevent My Property From Becoming Unclaimed? , 
- Make sure that your asset Folders have your current address. In addition, 
make an occasional deposit or withdrawal to keep your accounts active. 


Is There A Deadline On Making A Claim? 

No. Most of the accounts listed in this publication are still in the custody of 
ilie original account holder. If your properly is listed here, and you do not file 
a claim with the holder by April 20 the assets will be turned over to the custody 
of the Slate Tax Commission. You can make your claim to the Stale Tax 
Commission anytime after that, since ilie State never lakes ownership oPthe 
property. It is simply kept in a custodial account until tlie.rlghlful owner or heir 
can bo found. 

' Is This The Complete List Of Unclaimed Properly? 

No. Tlic complete IJst contains morc than GS.OTO names and takes up seycnil 
volumes. If you wouldlike to check the complete file for your name, you may 
call the Tax Commission at 33,4-7623 or mail the form provided herein.
